which I don’t believe was the 
fact,” Ford said. 
"I could have used stronger 


lan g u a g e,” 
F o rd

added. 
C arter, in an outdoor rally in 
Albuquerque, NM , said Ford 
has contradicted himself or has 
been contradicted by the public 
record on numerous m atters 
C arter said the public should 
p ressu re the P re sid e n t to 
publicly explain 
"discrepan­ 
cies” about his past campaign 
financing. 
“Mr. Ford is hiding,” Carter 
shouted. "He is hiding from the 
American 
people.

time he m eets with a group w ith 
you is when he can ’t be cross- 
exam ined.”

Two Am ericans reached the 
peak of Mt. Everest, the earth ’s 
sum m it, for the first tim e in 13 
y e a rs

$200,000 battle against time,

29,028-foot 
mountain 
But unlike most expeditions, 
no flags were raised at the 
sum m it because Sherpa Ang 
Phurba, who carried the US. 
and Nepalese flags with him, 
was forced to turn back and 
forgot to turn over the flags to 
the two A m erican clim bers — 
Chris 
Chandler and 
Robert 
C orm ack. 
C h an d ler, 
a 
27-year-old 
doctor from Vashon, Wash., 
and Corm ack. a 
30-year-old 
glider pilot from Boulder, Colo., 
reached the sum m it at 4:15 
p.m local tim e (6:35 a.m . EDT 
Friday), the Nepalese Foreign 
M inistry announced today. 
The Foreign Ministry said 
they had pushed to within 278 
feet of 
the sum m it 
earlier 
Friday before a cloud obscured 
them from view. 
"They w ere seen crossing the 
Hillary steps,” the ministry 
said. 
“Shortly 
thereafter, 
a 
cloud obscured the vision of the 
people watching below.” 
The Hillary steps, 
named 
a fte r S ir E dm und H illary, 
E verest’s first conqueror, are 
situated above 28,750 feet. 


The foreign m inistry, which 
controls all news of summit 
attem pts in this 
Himalayan 
kingdom, said there would be 
no further announcements on 
the success of the American 
expedition until later today 
The two Am ericans and Ang 
P h u rb a , lea d er of N epal’s 
famed Sherpa guides, left the 
27,500-foot-high sixth and last 
base cam p Friday morning for 
the assault. 
H ow ever, an oxygen set 


failure forced the Sherpa to 
descend to Camp Four, 4,528 
feet below the sum m it, the 
m inistry said, and the Am eri­ 
cans continued to clim b alone 
up the m ountain’s southeast 
ridge. 
A fly-by of E verest Friday 
show ed the m aje stic peak 
above the clouds and dappled 
with patches of snow.

tiny, fluffy cloud, sim ilar a 
smoke ring.

‘T his reduction is necessary 
to prevent expenditures and 
incurred obligations from ex­ 
ceeding available revenue re­ 
ceipts and balances,” Rhodes 
wrote in an executive order 
Balloonist Snaps 
Endurance Record 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Balloonist Ed Yost today broke 
a 63-year-old ballooning endur­ 
ance record in his “Silver Fox" 
helmm balloon 
by 
spending 
more than 87 hours in the air 
during his attem pted crossing 
of the Atlantic. 
At 9:10 a.m . EDT Saturday, 
Yost 
broke 
the 
record 
for 
balloon hours in the air set by H 
Kaulen of G erm any in 1913. 
An A m erican airline pilot 
who spoke with the balloonist 
Saturday while flying to Lisbon 
said Y ost m ust “ tu rn the 
corner” on a 
low 
pressure 
system 
off 
Portugal 
before 
swinging northeast over E uro­ 
pe. 
"H e’s in good spirits: 
his 
spirits couldn’t be better," said 
Harry Repak, a Trans World 
Airlines co-pilot. 
Repak said Yost’s position at 
1:25 a.m . EDT was 43 degrees, 
35 minutes north latitude, 43 
deg rees, 30 m inutes north 
longitude, about 400 miles due 
north of the Portuguese Azores 
Islands. 
"T here’s a w eather system 
off the coast of Portugal that 
will influence his track from 
tonight and for the next couple 
of days, swinging him south 


before going north,” 
Repak 
said. 
"It will be a wide sweeping 
movement from the southeast 
to the northeast," 
he said, 
adding that Yost could land 
anyw here from F ra n c e to 
North Africa 
Yost is also after the balloon 
distance record of 1,893 miles 
traveled in 1914 by H Berliner, 
a German. 
But the big record he is 
seeking 
is 
to be 
the 
first 
balloonist to fly across the 
Atlantic. 
Paul Tychsen, a m em ber of 
Yost’s ground crew in McLean, 
V a., said S a tu rd ay Y o st’s 
forward progress had slowed 
down. 
The “Silver Fox” is “stalled 
te m p o ra rily ” at about the 
midway point of the journey, 
Tychsen said. 
He said Yost, about 500 miles 
northwest of the Azores, 
is 
being "pushed by a wind pat­ 
tern down to the south; maybe 
quite a bit before he bends back 
around to the e ast.” 
The latest tracking report 
received early today by the 
ground crew in Mclean put him 
approxim ately 45 degrees north 
and 35 degrees west.

— Former Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Earl Butz confronted 
angry 
black 
picketers 
here 
Friday and insisted he was not 
a racist, despite a joke about 
blacks that led to his resigna­ 
tion 
“I’m not a racist, nobody’s 
accused me of being a racist,” 
Butz said at a news conference 
at this Mississippi Delta city 
which was invaded by about 20 
of the protesters. 
Butz appeared in support of 
Dr Roland Byrd, a candidate 
for Congress in the state’s 2nd 
district. The trip had been set 
up long before Butz’s resigna­ 
tion, and the invitation was re­ 
issued Monday by Byrd. 
Some of the picketers waited 
outside a m otel for Butz, 
carrying signs with slogans 
like: "Butz Go Home,” and 
"Earl Butz Is Rated X,” but the 
former cabinet officer avoided 
the pickets and entered the 
motel through a side door under 
heavy guard from local police 
and 
M ississippi 
Highway 
Patrol. 
The protesters, members of 
the local NAACP and a group 
called “ W ashington County 
C om m ittee for P ro g ress,’’ 
gathered inside the hall at the 
news conference. 
Butz, who 
was accom panied by state

Reed, said at first he did not 
want to discuss the racial issue 
at all, but spent most of his time 
defending himself against a 
barrage of questions from 
reporters and protesters.

National Education Program 
The largest growing industry 
in America is the business of 
regulation The total num ber of 
regulators increase every day, 
but at a recent count there were 
74,000 people employed by the 
Federal governm ent 
in 
the 
business of regulating the lives 
of the Am erican people The 
average growth rate of these 
agencies is about nine per cent 
each year as compared to a 
national growth rate in the 
GNP of about six per cent. The 
big difference between the GNP 
growth rate and the growth rate 
of federal regulators is. . .one 
produces 
a 
product. . .the 
other impedes the production of 
manv products. 
In* 1975, 
there 
were 
1267 
Federal advisory com m ittees 
employing 26,000 people and 
costing 52 million dollars. Not 
counting postal workers, total 
Federal civil employees cost 43 
billion dollars a year, up seven 
billion dollars in the past two 
years 
The FEA, (Federal Energy 
Agency) alone has 3400 em ­ 
ployees. including 112 public 
relations experts 
Its budget 
was 142 million dollars and it 
has asked for an increase to 440 
million in the new budget What 
it has done for the nation seems 
difficult to identify. 
The CPSC, (Consumer Prod­ 
uct Safety Commission) has 800 


employees and a budget of 42 
million dollars, petitioning for 
an increase to 71 million 
In 
three years, at a cost of $120 
million, the CPSC has come out 
with just two national safety 
standards. One covers glass 
doors. The other has to do with 
the slides which are used in 
swimming pools (Not the pools 
themselves, just the slides). 
The big new project of this 
agency is to m ake safety 
m atches safe . 
and it is 
costing a fortune! 


T h e 
E m e r g e n c y 
Homeowners Relief Act was 
passed by Congress in 1975. It 
provided for government assis­ 
tance in m ortgage paym ents in 
case 
of 
prolonged 
u n em ­ 
ployment. But HUD published 
its own regulation that the 
program would not be 
im ­ 
plemented until 1.2 per cent of 
the m ortgages nationwide were 
three months in arrears. NOT A 
SIN GLE 
AM ERICAN 
has 
benefitted by the Em ergency 
Homeowners Relief Act, passed 
by Congress, but vetoed by a 
regulation of HUD.

made it to the Cimarron.

Revolutionaries Hit Coal Fields

CHARLESTON, W. Va.: It’s 
hilly, but no longer really “hill­ 
billy” out in the mining pat­ 
ches. True, the coaldiggers still 
will respect anything which re­ 
sem bles a picket, even if it’s a 
totem pole or a cigar store 
wooden Indian standing in the 
dark at pit’s head. T hat’s tradi­ 
tion. 
But the United Mine W orkers’ 
170,000 working m em bers, now 
ever younger, more literate, 
some hacking coal below de­ 
spite college degrees on home 
walls above, are learning that 
tradition comes costly these 
days. 
They’ve 
learned 
that 
the 
ultras — the Maoist, M arxist, 
Leninist radicals, are coming in 
ever-increasing cadres. These 
m ilitants have dug in deep. And 
the price of som e of their wild­ 
cat provocation runs to the hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 
The coaldiggers have found 
themselves out of pocket in lost 
wages totalling m any score 
millions in recent years. The 
com panies’ losses are just as 
heavy. And the UMW Health 
and R etirem ent Funds, head­ 
quartered in Washington, l0 6t 
at least $500,000 a day during 
recent illegal stoppages. One of 
these funds has opened a $5 
million credit line so it can 
borrow if necessary to pay old- 
age pensions, a cco rd in g to 
reports here. 
Last July 
26, the Funds’ 
chairm an himself, H arry Huge, 
disclosed, “ T he Funds a re 
losing an estim ated $500,000 a 
day as a result of the current 
work stoppage in West Vir­ 
ginia.” 
THERE WERE ALMOST 50,- 
000 diggers striking. Since the 
unau th o rized w alkouts w ere 
sweeping other states, Huge 
was worried over the Funds’ 
“financial stability,” and thus 
the security of old-age retiree 
pays to tens of thousands of 
miners whose pension checks 
are their only bread. 
It shouldn’t be thought that 
all the w ildcatters were out of 
the mines because the neo- 
radicals have found such areas 
as Boone County, a tempting 
“ proletarian” target. But it can 
be reported, on the basis of 
intelligence 
reco rd s 
in 
Washington, 
that 
the ultras 
have done a skillful job of 
provocation and extending 
wildcat walkouts in the critical 
industry which fuels most of 
America. 
These 
ultras 
a ren ’t 
mere 
rad ic al 
m issio n aries 
of 
chowder, 
cheese 
and 
chess 
sects eager for contact with the 
“ w o rk e rs.” T h ey ’re tough. 
They have 
money and are 
willing to travel and distribute 
anti-capitalist M arxist “ litera­ 
ture.” They are 
the young 
activists of the Revolutionary 
Union, 
the Maoist, Marxist- 
Leninist October League, the 
R p v n l u t i n n i s t 
C o m m u n ist 


Party, even the Communist 
Party U.S.A. and the Socialist 
W orkers’ P arty just to list a 
few. 
BUT HARK YOU now to the 
W orkers’ League. It’s close to 
the W orkers’ R evolutionary 
P arty (WRP) of G reat Britain. 
Its leaders here talk of them ­ 
selves as “Trotskyite.” As for 
its 
British counterpart, 
it’s 
radical, all 
’ 
ht. 
All 
left, 
rather, even 
the British 
Labor party’s 
.rem e left. 
So it'll be on the record, on 
Sept. 29, 1975, according to the 
prestigious British daily the 
Guardian, the police raided the 
study center of the W orkers’ 
Revolutionary Party, near Ash­ 
bourne, in Derbyshire Village. 
This building was purchased, 
according to the Guardian, by 
Corin Redgrave on behalf of the 
W RP. 
He and 
his 
siste r, 
Vanessa Redgrave, are central 
comm ittee m em bers of the or­ 
ganization, say the B ritish 
authorities and the Guardian. 
And the London Times of Oct. 
3, 1975, reported that the WRP 
was 
so doctrinaire 
that 
it 
alienated even Labor’s left. On 
Feb. 3, 1976, the London Times 
said that the WRP gave a 
course 
to 
teen ag e rs 
in 
sm ashing 
c ap ita lism . 
The 
classes were held at Red House 
Education Center near Ash­ 
bourne. 
Well, who turns up at the 
UMW convention in Cincinnati 
the other day but a reporter for 
the Bulletin, the semi-weekly, 
New York-based organ of the 
W orkers’ League. Derbyshire 


is a long way from Cincinnati. 
But the ultras apparently have 
the money to travel and print 
and proselytize. 
As for the October League, 
it’s not exactly short of funds 
either. 
Its newspeople were 
also at the UMW convention 
Along with the chap from the 
Bulletin, and other ultras, they 
were ordered to leave the hall. 
THE OCTOBER 
LEAGUE 
has an active Chicago head- 
uarters. Last Dec. 28-29 (1975) 
le league ran a 1,000 delegate 
convention. They claimed to 
have launched a new front at 
this National Fight Back Con­ 
ference. 
The R evolutionary Union 
shares the Chicago area. Its 
operatives have been in the 
W est V irginia d istric t for 
alm ost two years now whipping 
up right-to-strike sentiment. So 
whipped up did it all become 
that some 80,000 coaldiggers 
were wildcatting during August 
1975. And in the middle was a 
husky character by name of 
Skip Delano, who was quite a 
m uscular activist in the New 
York Metro Area Postal Union 
until he was nailed by anti- 
M arxist union president Moe 
B iller 
Then 
Skip slipped 
quietly into the coalfields. 
Well, the UMW, his new 
union, is quite a target. It’s 
worth $80 million. It controls 
virtually all coaldigging. If it 
strikes it can brown out cities, 
slow the railroads, paralyze the 
steel industry and cripple auto 
m anufacturing, just for star­ 
ters.

A griculture 
Secretary E arl Butz does more 
than deactivate the cabinet’s 
best known political analyst 
and raconteur.

One pun control advocate I 
know called me up as soon as he 
heard the news that Butz was 
resigning under the pressure 
generated by a vulgar, racial 
joke 
“Here once again is vivid 
proof that humor in the wrong 
hands is highly dangerous,” he 
cried “How many more public 
officials will get shot down 
before we finally put a stop to 
the nationwide traffic in bad 
jokes?” 
But a spokesm an for the 
National Association of Gag 
W riters said his organization 
will still vigorously oppose any 
move to regulate any form of 
humor. 
“All of our m em bers are 
trained to use puns in such a 
way that nobody 
gets hurt 
unless they split their sides 
laughing,” he said. 
“It’s the am ateur joke-tellers 
like Butz who are causing all 
the trouble. They don’t realize 
that certain jokes can backfire 
or blow up in their faces.” 
The pun control supporter 
rejected that argum ent. 
“We are not trying to control 
the sure fire wisecracks used 
by night club comedians and 
television comics. Nor do we 
seek to regulate the collection 
and 
exchange 
of 
antique 
chestnuts used by toastm asters 
and after-dinner speakers. 
“All we are asking is some 
m easure of protection from the 
cheap, tasteless jokes known as 
‘stag party specials.’ Anyone 
can walk into a neighborhood 
beerjoint and pick up a joke like 
that from the bartender. 
“Kids hanging around street- 
corners trade them back and 
forth. Most of them have ob­ 
vious punch lines. Crude w it­ 
ticisms of that sort are a crime 
and should be treated as such.” 
I said, “Why single out puns 
for regulation? Why not control 
anecdotes or one-line zingers?” 
“Since puns are regarded as 
the lowest form of wit, we feel

General Aircraft said that tn 
the 1950's its predecessor. Helio 
Corp . developed a unique short 
takeoff-and-landing (STOL) 
aircraft named the Courier, or 
U-10. for use in jungle and other 
remote areas and with par­ 


ticular application for

w orld'' countries. 
Helio sold models "directly 
and indirectly" to the agency, 
while also making sales to the 
US Air Force and to general 
aviation interests abroad 
At the same time, the letter 
said.

Although,

occurred If the violators would 
have 
been 
reprimanded, 
perhaps suspended for practice 
for several days, I feel most 
would have

twice 


before delivering a blow in 
frustration last night 
Youngstown Wilson perhaps 
provoked the fight, but again 
that old cliche "it takes a 
bigger man to walk aw ay” 
comes to mind.

Longbow season for deer, 
either sex, opens up today and 
runs through January 22, 1977. 
Hunting hours are 
Vi 
hour 
before sunrise to M2 hour after 
sunset. Longbow season is 
closed in the deer zone during 
the gun season therein. There is 
no bow weight limit required on 
the longbow in hunting deer. 
Crossbow season for deer, 
either sex, opens up January 1, 
1977, and runs through January 
22, 1977. Crossbows in hunting 
must have a working safety and 
a one piece stock more than 25 
inches long 
Longbow 
and 
crossbow 
hunters are prohibited from 
carrying a firearm while deer 
hunting 
The temporary ownership tag 
included on each deer permit 
must be tied to the deer before 
moving it from the place where 
it fell 
Deliver the carcass 
within the hunting zone where 
killed to an official checking 
station or state game protector 
for inspection and permanent 
tagging within 24 hours if killed 
by longbow or crossbow 


In addition to the deer per­ 
mit, an Ohio hunting and 
trapping license is required 
Brief details of the 1976 deer 
hunting 
season 
and 
deer 
checking stations are available 
when one purchases his or her 
permit. Ask for Publication 86, 
1976 Ohio Deer Hunting Law

for the lining of the uterus 
The truth is that female hor­ 
mones may protect women 
from other cancers 
Since 
your daughter has had her 
uterus removed she can con­ 
tinue to follow her doctor's 
wise advice and totally dis­ 
regard all those scare stories 
that have upset so many peo­ 
ple 
Young wom en w ith o u t 
ovaries usually need hormone 
replacem ent, just as in ­

Sometime ago you wrote in 
your column about a blood 
test that can detect V D „ and 
if a person had never been 
treated for it that he could 
still be treated after 10 or 15 
years I worry that I might 


have had it and never knew it 
So if you could tell me the 
name of that blood test, 1 11 
check with the clinic here or 
my physician to see if that 
test is available 
DEAR READER - You are 
probably referring to the TPI 
test (treponema immobiliza­ 
tion te s t). 
The common 
Wasserman (VD R L) test may 
become negative or weakly 
positive in the course of years 
or after treatment 
It may 
also be positive when a person 
does not have and never has 
had 
syphilis 
To c la rify 
m a t t e r s 
p h y s i c i a n s 
sometimes need to use a more 
sensitive test. 
The TPI test entails putting 
some live syphilis germs 
(treponemal on a slide and 
adding some serum from the 
patient's blood to them. If the 
person has ever had syphilis, 
he or she will have developed 
antibodies to syphilis germs. 
The anti-bodies w ill im ­ 
mobilize the normally active 
treponema germs on the slide 
confirming their presence. 
It is rare to have had 
syphilis and not know it. I ’m 
always surprised how many 
people worry about this To 
have never had symptoms and 
also have a negative blood test 
of the type commonly used 
(Wasserman. VDRL) would 
be unusual. 
As many as two-thirds of 
people who have syphilis 
develop a lifetime immunity 
without any damage to their 
body throughout life 
The 
remaining third, if untreated, 
go on to have damage to the 
brain, the heart or other parts 
of the body That two-thirds 
who 
de ve l op 
i m m u n i t y 
without damage explains how 
the human race survived its 
social habits in the years 
when there was no effective 
treatment for syphilis. Many 
of the greats in politics, royal 
families, arts, 
science and 
philosophy were infected with 
syphilis.

your column about a blood 
test that can detect V D , and 
if a person had never been 
treated for it that he could 
still be treated after 10 or 15 
years I worry that I might 


have had it and never knew it 
So if you could tell me the 
name of that blood test, I 11 
check with the clinic here or 
my physician to see if that 
test is available 
D EAR REA D ER - You are 
probably referring to the TPI 
test (treponema immobiliza­ 
tion test). The common 
Wasserman (VDRL) test may 
become negative or weakly 
positive in the course of years 
or after treatment 
It may 
also be positive when a person 
does not have and never has 
had syphilis 
To clarify 
m a t te rs 
p h y sic ian s 
sometimes need to use a more 
sensitive test. 
The T PI test entails putting 
some live syphilis germs 
(treponema) on a slide and 
adding some serum from the 
patient’s blood to them. If the 
person has ever had syphilis, 
he or she will have developed 
antibodies to syphilis germs. 
The anti-bodies w ill im ­ 
mobilize the normally active 
treponema germs on the slide 
confirming their presence 
It is rare to have had 
syphilis and not know it. I ’m 
always surprised how many 
people worry about this To 
have never had symptoms and 
also have a negative blood test 
of the type commonly used 
(Wasserman, VDRL) would 
be unusual. 
As many as two-thirds of 
people who have syphilis 
develop a lifetime immunity 
without any damage to their 
body throughout life 
The 
remaining third, if untreated, 
go on to have damage to the 
brain, the heart or other parts 
of the body. That two-thirds 
who develop immunity 
without damage explains how 
the human race survived its 
social habits in the years 
when there was no effective 
treatment for syphilis Many 
of the greats in politics, royal 
families, arts, science and 
philosophy were infected with 
syphilis.
